It may be ſufficient to ſay at 
preſent, that one of the firſt and moſt neceſ-

That great Perſon Juſtus Lipſius treating of 
Prudence in his Book of Politicks, deſcribes it 
in theſe few Words, to be a Choice and Trial 
ef ſuch things as are to be avoided or defired;,, 
and after having diſcourſed of it in theordinary 
Method of the Schools, that is to ſay, as a 
Moral Virtue which has the Conſideration of 
| Good for its object, he afterwards comes to 
another Prudence which he calls mix't, be- 
cauſe it is not ſo pure, ſo ſound and conſum- 
FE mate as the former, but partakes a little of 
- & thoſe Arts and Stratagems which are com- 
monly made uſe of in the Courts of Princes, 
and the Management of the moſt important 
Affairs of Government: and then he endea- 
_ yours, by his Eloquence, to make it appear 
' W& that this fort of Prudence, may be eſteemed 
honeſt, and may be pra&is'd as being allow-. 
able and lawful. After which he deſcribes 
it judiciouſly enough to be Argutum Conſilium

b que bono : A quick or ſharp Advice deviating

B. T that we may not fill continue in 
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| from Virtue and the Laws for the Good of 
the State or Prince. And then paſling on to 
its ſeveral Kinds and differences, he conſti- 
tutes three Principal ones, The firſt of which 
one may call a Trick or Deceit, that ĩs, but 
flight and of ſmall Conſideration, which 
comprehends under it Diſtruſt and Diſlimu- 
lation: The ſecond retains ſomething of Vir- 
tue but yet leſs of it than the former, and has 
for its Parts Conciliation and | Deception, that 
is to ſay, the Method of gaining the Friend- 
| ſhip"and Service of ſome particular Perſons, 
and the ee . deceiving and e Ts 
of others, by falſe Motil Flatteries, Pre- 
ſents, and other Baits, which-may be faid to 
be rather neceſſary than honeſt. As to the 
laſt, he ſays it is wholly eſtranged from Law 
and Virtue, and plunges deeper into Wicked- 
nels, and that its two aan or Baſes 
are Treachery and Injuſtice. 
However it ſeems to me, that t to ſearchy 
vorticularly into the nature of theſe Secrets 
of State, and ſtrike immediately upon the 
main Point of our Diſcourſe, as to that which 
is proper and eſſential to them, we muſt con- 
fider Prudence as a Moral and Political Ver- 
tue, which has no other end than to find out 
the different Turns, the beſt and eaſieſt Con- 
trivances of managing and accomplithing that 
Defign which a Man propoſes; from whence 
it likewiſe follows that as theſe Affairs and 
Methods can be but of two ſorts, one eaſie

in ſhort, of ſuch. things as are of his own 
Growth. It is neceſſary that as the Sun he 
ſhould produce the Light from within, by 
which he ſhines upon that which is abroad, 
for fear leſt he ſhould reſemble the Moon, 
which appear only by a borrow'd Light, 
he ſhould quickly fhow his Failures.

ving at it; a Depth in Conſultation, a Know- 
ledge and Conſideration of Circumſtances, a 
vrefight of Effects, a Precaution againſt Ob- 
ſtacles, a ſpeedy Diſpatch are the good Actions 
it produces; and at laſt the Eaſe of all Peo- 
ple, the Safety of States, the common Good 
of Mankind, are the Divine Fruits that will 
be gather'd from it.
